When my babes were young, after they had
gone to hed 1 shook ont wnd bhung wpon o
clothes-horse all the garments they were to put
on the next day, whether clean ones or other-
wise; each little one's clothes by esell; and
wany o time bhave | washed out their Little socks
in the haud-busin, in my own room, which saved
much scoumulation ot these small aflairs. My
collars srd oulls I washod and ironed mgselt,
and also many Mitle mattors of lace and muslin
tor the ehildren. The provess 1 adopted wes a
somewhnat rapid one, and involved but sl:ght
Inbor, 1'luew n li{lil‘ borax loto some cold
water, and when the lormer wus dissolved | put
in over night the articies [ designed to wash,
The pext worning 1 kneaded them well with my
hande, wrung them out, and soaped them into
tepid water, in wineh also was o l:rle borax,
not soda.  The dirt casly came out; I rinsel
them well in shiehtly blue water, in which
some plum was diseelved to prevent aceldent
from fire (s wlum prevents flame), and pare
tianlly dried them; then made somoe hin starch,
by mixing two tenspoonstul or one of starch in
two itablespoonstul of ¢old water; then poured
boiling waler upon it, stirring it all the time,
iyl it was of the consistence of well-made arrow-

wot. While the starch wns hot I put fn the
articles to be stiftened, and let them stay in for
ten minutes, or even more, then wrung thewmw as
dry as I could in my hand, and then ench article
aguin iu a clean cloth, thus preventing 1oe
starch Irom sticking to the iron, and rendering
the lace or collars clear instead of muddy-
looking, After squeczing them hard an the
olotn, ench artiele was shaken out, and lali
separately i o eloth, and rolded up night, ready
for ironinge, It i3 astonshing how much ex-
pense 1 »aved in my laundress’ bills, by con-
tinping oiten to wiush some Hittle thoug, at a time
when 1 apipeared to be only washing my hands,

This hitle emptoyment never mwade me the
lese 11t 1o by gcen: in prepoaring fore 1 dd no
more than pin o towel betore me—a jur of hot
wauter aod whiw curd =oap (I never would de-
gtroy the color and skin of my hunds by using
other kinds), and with a very Lit'e borax, 1
manneed to have g great deal of comlort snd
clean tmiles in clodies, without the machinery
by which T obtained iv Leing observed,

My childien grew up to be dutitul and loving,
Allee, belore per Inther's death, became my
oght hond; she was an excellent liktle conk, a
methodiea!l housekeeper—in fact, a4 domestlc
treasure, | wis deteronned thal no sellfmuade
thorny path skould be hers; ience she was care
fally insirncted i evers peity detail of house-
kecpiug, even to the saltng ol weat and the
baking of bread; what ehe dud st nil was 1tho
roughiy done. This “‘horongl-quingness” was
part of her nature; she did not inherit the
“thatil do”’ system, but ghook 1t off with o de-
termined effort, and kept it o1 & distance,

Allce was a plessing reader: she ulso played
with 1aste nnd expression, and she sketched
from nature with o firm rouch, which at one
time led mwe to think might be torned to o
